Several members of council told The limes that a 
councilman, defeated for renomination on both the Re­ 
publican and Democratic tickets at the July primaries, 
had invited them to a meeting Thursday evening. The 
lim es learned that the purims* of the meeting w a s to 
plan the removal of the plot before newly elected coun­ 
cilmen take office. Newly nominated council candidates 
are unanimously in favor of rut 
ninu the plot anil erect­ 
ing a Lincoln statue there. 
Live councilmen told The limes this morning thai 
they did not attend Thursday’s meeting, lo u r m em ­ 
bers could not be reached. The meeting was held at the 
home of ii town councilinan and six members were pres­ 
ent. (baler, March and Shank were not present. 
One of the moving figures in the “campaign** to re­ 
move the plot in the square is alleged to have “scoffed” 
at the reminder that the majority of the citizens of 
town want the oval retained and a Lincoln statue erected. 
Another councilman is reported to have boasted I hilt 
he will remove the oval before he leaves office.

In April, when the time came to 
plant the Rebert garden, the cotton 
seed went into three rows to find 
out if anything would develop Now 
there are rows of foot and half high 
cotton 
plants

Rebert is hoping th a t the blossoms 
will turn into cotton bolls before the 
cold weather catches the plants and 
kills them. 
Mrs. Rebert says she is glad the 
cotton was planted whether it pro­ 
duces cotton or not.

James L. O’Toole, Jr., 51-year-old 
member of the Allegheny County 
Common Pleas court who only ll 
days ago was assured of another 10- 
year term, died of a heart attack last 
night.
